There is no point in my trying to change ray "Style ^ id dealing with the 
Archives. T began tua t way, I used the only appearance I ever nad on coast- to- 
cos st network TV to defend then against Lane's disgraceful charges, things like 
that, but they still screwed me when I started zeroing in on gut stuff, went out of 
their way to withhold from me what I could make sense of until they could give it to 
sycophants who would play it their way, e w c. At this point ± expect to get little 
of value from them and, whether you realize it or not, have asked for little that 
is n©7;. I hove been repeating requests fo toe past, building a record to take to 
court . As tne enclosure snows, they are even slowing down what x have pried loose 
elsewhere. When tnsy started wi thdrawing what was released once I found embarrassment 
in it I need be told no more. I will, eventually, get this into court. Tb. ere is a 
requirement of tue law taat they respond expeditiously. V» r hen tuey ignore some 
requests and take six months for others, they are helping, not. hurting, for I do not 
lack for material; i lack the time for using vrnat 1 already nave. Going along with 
my shunning unpaid appearances have been other Changes in my approaches. I’d hoped 
these would be obvious to you. Russell was one. Marshall and Kelley ere others. I gave 
Ball s chance and if I even get out there again he find what the choice between what 
the stick end trie carrot is. &y own experiences tell me that we are far from recover- 
ing from tua disaster brought upon us chiefly by Garrison-Iane-Sshl in combo, so we 
have to work in tie actual environment, not waa t we imagine it to b«? or what we’d 
like it to be. Hence my separation of the Mng/$ay stuff, which enabled immediate 
filing of that suit. I' m close to ready: on tne panel report end x havelegsl citations 
eliminating any proper withholding of anything connected with it. Bud approved the 
letter I'll enclose, to Kleindienst, on this. Until they screwed me on several txig 
things, like tae USA- family contract, certain autopsy materials, some Specter memos, 
etc., I couldn’t nave been nicer to tuem. When being nice doesn't work, the time for 
it h8s passed and I’m not about to kiss their asses. In no case am I v/rong in any 
of the charges and this nag forced them into incredible and untenable positions 
that should be nelpful in court and just may have 3orae impact on some Kennedy people, 
if they have good survival instincts. I appreciate tne suggestions, but they ars 
no longer relevant, no longer practical. And I repeat, I ask for little new. I have a 
list of things to go over when I can. I nad no time to go there yesterday. 


Ed/ Bolden: Not Ed by stinker Skolnick found out where Bolden is from a 
friend working on this for me, on the promise to investigate and interrogate for me. 

I found out from a paranoid who has been in touch with Bolden, -nance I knew he was 
out, as I told you. Instead of doing this he sought and got cheap personal publicity 
that may shut some dorrs, some permanently and his publicity did no good at all, but 
much harm. There has been no response from him or the station. Ed and tne guy who 
interviewed B 0 lden for him both complained to me that they begged him not to do this, 
not to -ake this broadcast. Tae story in tne paper is entirely without value except 
in publicizing Skolnick. Now, on the bolden questions, I nad already sent ipxxx 
to Albright, tne man in touch with ^oldeb, a series of preliminary questions designed 
to test his honesty or willing ness, for he has continuing problems. As I indicated 
a while back, there were indications of a deal. True. He got out ahead of time but 
remains in probation for four tiiaes tue length of the unnerved term. Now x have 
developed serious questions about him. Example: the only name he comes up with is one 
Garrison used, publicly. The presence of Qkv/eld in Chicago at thst time is an 
impossibility. There is not the sl ghest evidenceof the presence of Cubans and there 
is proof of tue presence of Hominicsns. In addition, I remain convinced the re8l 


reason for the cancellation W8s Vallee and Kelley confirms pretty much. What does 


this, if trye, do to Bolden’s entire story? The Spsgnoli thing sent to court ♦ I’ve 
read those papers. There was 0 bad judge, but the ruling was tnat Spagnoli made 
this up to try and make a deal to ease things for himself. B 0 lden alsomrat, help from 
a judge near the jail, but the lawyer he wound up with seems to ..ave had certain 
deficiencies. So, what you say here, while true, is also irrelevant, having already 
been adjudicated. There is no Bo ..den letter to the Y7C and I nave tne file trie 3S 
sent to a Senator who made inquiry, \u can read it when, you are aero again. If it 
is not really satisfactory, I also recall no serious vulnerability in it* What 
relevance is tnere in unis port security now? I taluk :i*jt complaint can bs made 

under the best of circumstances. The lifting of cards i 3 a other and interesting 
matter, ^ere I’d like the background. Why not* 7/aen you can, make me up a set of 
questions you’d like asked, in duplicate, so I can send it out, assuming the result 
of tne prelim, is indicative or worth in going further. I can keep one, sand one and 
this easily eliminate wnot has been covered, etc. I leek confidence in anything 
Turner says, completely and totally. I’k not about to crap us up with his manufactures 
or plegiori sms, t^o many coming from 17.0. 

V^nce and getting Dave the transcripts: I’k rot troubled by it , do' not worry 
about it, it is not in my mind and wasn’t until you mentioned. I thought you ought 
to know for various reasons. I asked him many times before asking you to ask him. 

He knows that right or wrong Dave is out to get Garrison. Yet he gets transcripts 
for Dave and absolutely refuses for us. I find this difficult to dismiss as due to 
the cause of the illness 1 believe ho suffers. Vince has an unerring instinct for 
the wrong thing, now ever, 1 know of tua existence of no transcripts the office has 
that we haven’t. If either of you nesrs of one they right have that we now do not, 
let me. know and I’ll get it, without asking '^ince. 

Doubtful Shaw will nave vTitnesses fro- inside Garrison’s office other 
then those already defected, all of whom are under charges and hardly probative 
and impartial, all having committed tnefts with wi^ich t~ey are charged. Exceed;

Again I repeat, there are reasons I ask you not to let certain 
things go further. *ou may net then agree with these reasons, may not know what they 
really are, but tney are real end to me important or I’d not ask it. This is a good 
case in point, for it has closed everything and taere has not been a single uncolicited 
offer of info.
